dramatic chapter in the Ford theater 
horror was added yesterday when Col- 
onel Ainsworth, who oaine near bein" 
mobbed and lyuoheu Monday evening 
caused a writ c.f maaJamustobe sel-ved 
on Coroner Sehaefter, who is conduct- 
ing the Inquest on the victims of the 
disaster, to compel the coroner to ap- 
pear before Chief Justice Bingham of 
the district court and show cause why 
the prayer of a certain petition of Aina- 
wgrth's should not be granted. 


• The petition, demands that Colonel 
'Ainsworth 
ba permitted to appear 


with his attorneys at the inquest, not- 
withstanding l,he action of Foreman 
Warner of the coroner's jury yesterday 
in demanding t hat he 1» absent. 


The petition also sets up the fact that 


the inquest is being conducted irregu- 
larly. This move on the part of Ains- 
worth has tended to intensify the con- 
stantly growing feeling against him. 
•Some of his best friends admitted that 
thia action was precipitate and calcu- 
lated to raise public feeling against 
tim, which is already at the boiline 
point.

The president and Secretary of "War 


Lainont are v«ry mnch worried over 
the public uprising here against Col- 
•onel Ainsworth. Monday night the sub- 
ject of so much criticism called his at- 
torneys into conference and the result 
of their conference was the mandamus 
proceedings. 


When the information was circulated 
throughout the streets and ainon<* the 
angry crowd that Colonel Ainsworth 
Imd begun a proceeding in the district 
court to interfere with the coroner's in- 
quest it was immediately construed to 
mean that he proposed to have the in- 
quest stopped, and such expressions as 
"We 11 have,to hang that fellow yet" 
and "He is putting his head in tie 
lion s mouth," n-ere frequently heard. 


Bv direction of the commissioners for 


the District of Columbia tUe inquest on 
the victims of the Ford theater disaster 
was continued publicly in Willard'b 
Juul. In order to pr dvent a repetition 
of the previous trouble, Lieutenant 
Amiss of the police force was on hand 
with a squad ol officers. 


Judge Jere ~v?ilsou, a well known 


Washington lawyer, volunteered his 
services in the interest o! the employes 
of the record ann pension division, and 
nis "PPf^ranca was the signal for an 
t£ ?UJS " of applause from the clerks of 
tnat o .ace. Colonel Ainsworth and MB 
attorney die! not appear. 
. Jeputy Coroner Schaeffer called the 
"^ary to order a few minutes after 11, 
•and directed William H. Mallach, a 
clerk who was employed on the second 
floor of the old theater building, to take 
the ttand. Mr. Mallach described his 
ebCHpo from the collapsed building. 


In order to expedite matters a list of 


leading questions was agreed upon by 
the jury, covering facts which they de- 
sired to investigate. 
Tho coroner de- 


cided that although there were 6(i per- 
sons desirous of being heard, only wit- 
nesses who could testify directly &s to 
the points namud should be questioned. 


Clerks Ernest F. Roger and Ernest 
Baier also testified. The latter witness 
gave the first testimony concerning the 
existence of th,; alleged petition to Col- 
onel Ainsworth asking that the clerks 
be fnrlonghed during the progress of 
i work in the basement. He said he 
the-

understood thst such a petition had 
been drafted, but the clerks refused to 
sign it because, they feared that they 
might be injured. Mr. Baier said he 
did not know of his personal knowledge 
that such a petition had been prepared, 
but he mentioned the names of two 
clerks, who he understood had signed it. 


A. U. Crosby testified to the death of 


J. N. Chapin, on whose remains the in- 
quest is being held. 


E. B. Edwards went into the cellar 


while the excavation was going on. He 
said he saw no underpinning. 


Testimony that the clerks were di- 
rected to walk carefully on the stairway 
in the theater tuilding was given by 
Harry Brandon. 


Frank Randolph, another clerk, gave 


testimony about the hard feeling be- 
tween employes and their superiors in 
the record and pension division. 


The coroner Chen adjourned the in- 


quest in order t o prepare his reply to 
the order of Chief Justice Bingham. 


Colonel AInswortli's Petition. 


W.\SHi.\-GT9x, June 14.—The proceed- 


ings in the district supreme court in the 
Ford's theater tragedy were interesting. 
The petition filed by Colonel Ainsworth 
gives in detail a statement of the con- 
dition of the building find his participa- 
tion in the work He sets forth the fact 
that he is chief of the record and pen- 
sion office of tlie war department with 
the rank of colonel in the army, and 
charged with the supervision of the 
clerical force in one of the branches of 
the record and pension office. 


Colonel Ainsworth says that as he had 


theretofore heard certain rumors touch- 
ing the security of the eastern wall of 
the Ford's building when he assumed 
control he made diligent inquiry of the 
officers of the war department and 
learned it had heen made perfectly se- 
cure and that the entire building was in 
every respect safe. Having in 1888-89 
obtained a new/steam heating apparatus 
and an entirely new plumbing outfit for 
the whole building. Colonel Ajnsworth 
says to further promote the comfort of 
the force he procured an electric ligilit 
plant, and for the purpose of locating 
this electric light plant and to improv- 
ing the ventilation of the basement oS 
the building it became necessary to ex- 
cavate a space ahout 12 feet in width 
between two partition walls in the base- 
ment. This, h<i says, required to be un- 
derpinned and of abundant caution. 
The colonel says he had frequently gone 
into the basement and had given orders 
that he should 'be notified of the slight- 
est indication of danger so that he might 
remove all occupants. 


In furtherance of this, ho says, be 


ordered the superintendent of the build- 
ing to keep a constant watcli, that no 
one suspected any weakness or cause of 
danger. He never entertained any idea 
that the wor'^c was dangerous, and 
denies that any of the nuinurous oc- 
cupants of the miilding made any, sug- 
gestion o£ danger to him or anyone else 


to his knowledge, until after tae ac- 
cident. 


Almost Immediately after the cate- 
trophe, rumors reached hiffi that ha 
was publicly accused of criminal nfi 
ligence and was so accused in the pxi 
lic press of th<> district. He therefore 
appeared with counsel at the session of 
the coroner's jury June 12, the testi- 
mony of certain witnesses Sending, if 
unexplained, to impute to him criminal 
negligence. 


ThrouKh. his counsel, Colonel Ains- 
worth SBV.S he requested permission of 
the coroner to uross-examine 'iritnessis, 
"but the deputy coroner refn&ed. Sub- 
sequently, the relator says he was 
falsely accuseil of intimidating wit- 
nesses and charged with murder by 
sundry persons in attendance! and vi'oa 
finally called ttpon to withdraw from 
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oneoC the jurors.' Thereupon ariof- 
ousmob e in-rounded him and threat- 
ened his life. Colonel Ainsworth says 
ho has stated the facts so fully because 
JJB is convinced that a fair investigation 
Will result in his acquittal of all blame. 
He continues that he is advisnd that no 
man can be legally tried :.n a coroner's 
court without being present, if he &o 
Uesireia, and to cross-examine witnesses. 


Colonel Ainsworth then goes on to 


say that he is in fact now on trial in 
the coroner's court, and that if the ver- 
dict of tho court should charge him 
with responsibility, the coroner has au- 
thority to commit him for trial. Under 
such circumstances the denial of the 
right to be present and examine wit- 
nesses would deprive him of tho legal 
right 3 of an American citizen. He says 
he is, prepared to prove' all his aver- 
ments, and desires to produce witnesses 
and to cross-pxamiue those adverse to 
him, and for this reason prayed that a 
writ Oi mandamus might issue, com- 
manding the coroner to permit him to 
be present with counsel nnd examine 
witnesses touching any alleged criminal 
negligence of his, and to adduce testi- 
mony in his own behalf; also, command- 
ing the deputy coroner to enforce order 
in his court and to adopt such measures 
as might he required to protect his hfe 
which had been threatened. 


A few minutes before 8 o'clock the 


room occupied by Justice Binghiun, 
chief jasticts of tho distiict supremo 
court, began to fill up with clerks who 
served under Colonel Ainsworth, and 
shortly after the hour named Mr. Rose 
Perry, representing Colonel Ainsworth, 
and District Attorney Birney, i'or the 
coroner, entered-the room. 


"District Attorney Biruey filed a de- 


murrer, claiming that Colonel Aim- 
worth's petition did not set forth nnv 
matter that entitled him to a writ o'f 
mandamus. 
Colonel Ainsworth hud 


not been accused, said Mr. Birnoy, save 
by HID newspapers. There had been no 
charge, warrant or arrest. His peti- 
tion was simply this — that fearing 
something might be said or a verdict 
rendered that might reflect upon him, 
he seeks an ordrr to command the cor- 
oner-i,o permit him to have counsel iind 
conduct a trial. Investigation by a 
coroner's jury was not a trial, but sim- 
ilar tci a grand jury proceeding. 


Mr. Perry bpoke with mnch feeling 


again it the conduct of B. H. "Warner, 
the juror who made a speech Monday 
and w ho, Mr. Perry said precipitated 
the scene that followed. 
Colonel Ains- 


worth was in reality on trial, and being 
assailed was, entitled to all tho Mile- 
guards, given by the law. 


Tho court took the question under 


advisement.

FIRE BREAKS OUT IN THE PLACE 


A Tiu-lble Panic EHHIIOS and Three Peo- 


ple Arc Killed und Several SerlmiMy 
Injnryd- O.ie of the Injured lllis Slneo 
Ilhul. 
New YOUK, June 14,—The 0-story 


brick building at 10 and 12 Montgom- 
ery street, near East Broadway, five 
floors of which were "sweat shops." 
proved to bo a deathtrap yesterday 
when tt fire broke out there. Two hun- 
dred men and women were ernploj'ed 
on the five upper floors, and iu the wihl 
scramble for safety at the first alarm, 
three were killed and a number in- 
jured. 


The building was well 
protected 


against fire from the outside by heavj- 
iron shutters, but there was little or 113 
protection from fire within, and only 
one small fire escape by winch those in - 
side could reach the street. 


There were no fire escapes in the rear 


of tlie building and the 300 people 
rushed to the (ire escape in front and 
fought there like demons. 


When tho police arrived the whole 


front of the building was alive with 
men nnd women. All were fighting for 
good places on the fire escape. Thu 
women appeared to be more composed 
than the men for the latter fought 
furiously. 
One would ma'tre an attempt 
to go down through the manhole iu the 
fire escape when a dozen would pull 
him back. 


The ladder had not yet been lowered 


from the first fire escape and 80 people 
were Iraddled together there 
Some 


girls had lowriod themselves through 
the manhole bythbirhaiule and dropped 
to the street without sustaining any 
great injury. 


Suddenly the flames bnr^t like u 
rocket from the second and third floor* 
und leaped ont nearly across tho htruut. 
The excitement that existed was out- 
done a hundred times by the panic that 
followed. There was no longer any 
hghtiug on the fire escapes. The peopl'e 
poured 
through tho 
manholes like 


water. 
They tell on each other s heiulb 


as they came down and were jnktl 
three titrs deep 
* 


The ladder from the first lire escape 


was not yet lowered. The little bal- 
cony overflowed and then men an 1 
women jumped to the pavement. 


The first to jump was a largo woman. 


Sfce lighted on the iron railing iu front 
rjMthe building and rolled over on the 
pavement, dead. 


A man jumped further inlo llio ^-trrct 


and his head struck tho pavement. 
His skull was crushed in and ho never 
moved. 


A second man followed bin in an in- 


irtant. He, too, struck on his head, but 
did not tlie immediately, 


A young girl was the fourth to leap 


out. She fell on her sule. 


AH this time the police wore yelling 


to tho people not to jump nnd trying lo 
place the huldor against the fire escape. 
The people were jumping all around. 
Four or five leaped into ono officer h 
arms and were not hurt. A hook and 
ladder wagon had arrived by this timo 
and the long scaling laddorn were erect- 
ed against the fire escapes, and tho peo- 
ple who still stood there were take i 
down 
bomc scrambled across the first 


balcony to a little ledge on tho next 
building and loweied themselves by that 
way. 


Ono of the men who had jumped was 


takefl into a liquor store on the corner. 
He died after being there three 131111- 
ures. 


JfbMo Augusrovsky was taken in tho 


drugstore across East Broadway and 
had her wounds dressed thorp. .Sho and 
a man who went into Halpen's liquor 
store completely ont of his mind weru' 
sent to tlui hospital. 


George Gremburg of IK Eseex street 


was touud with a sprained ankle. Throe 
or four oilier people with slight injuries 
wore ^ent to tlm hospital in the ambu- 
lance, and as many walked around tu 
the hospital inul 
had thoir wounds 


dressed there' In all about 12 wpr.; 
treated at th).1 hospital, two of them 
will prolialjly die. 


Two of the bodies were taken to tho 


Madison street police station. There 
the woman was identified as Alia Davis 
of 2~> Suffolk street. .She was the on] y 
one of the bodies burned to any extent.

HAPPY EVENT. 


A New York journal gives a startling 


account of the stupendous efforts of Rus- 
sia to consolidate the w.hole Slavonic race 
in order to hurl it ujton Germany anc 
Austria. As evidenc^of the character o: 
this straggle the journal states that more 
than 60,000 Hungarian Slaves go back 
every year from the United States, most o: 
them burning with enthusiasm for Pan- 
Slavism. The whole 
immigration from 


Austria, Hungary, including Hungarians 
Bohemians and Gsrmans, does not much 
exceed 60,000, and the Hungarian immi- 
gration has never reached the half of 60,000 
in any year. Of this immigration a very 
considerable 
proportion 
never returns 


Hence Avstria need not feel much alarm 
concerning the Pan-Slavic propoganda in 
the Unitad States. Tha Hungarians who 
return home do not take with them much 
love for Russian despotism. 


TEE DECLINE IN WOOL. 


When the McKinley bill put up the 


duties on wool with the alleged intention o: 
improving the price, and the real intent to 
fooi the farmer some more, prices respondec 
by a very iharp decline. That decline has 
been going on ever since. 


It is not at all necessary to the tariff re 


form argument to say that the change in 
duties caused the decline in prices. It is 
sufficient for onr purpose to say that it did 
not prevent them. We know very well 
that had rates been lowtjred, and the same 
decline had occnred, protectionists would 
have ascribed the decline to the reduction 
of the tariff. They did this in former years. 
They argued that Mr. Cleveland's Admin- 
istration caused the decrease of the number 
of sheep in the country, although no change 
in wool duties occurred during hia terra. 


"Wool is somewhat lower this year than 


it was last. The 
Bceton 
Commercial 


Bulletin calls attention to the fact, and 
says the decline was caused by the election 
oi Mr. Cleveland. Bat the McKinley bill 
is still in force. The decline this year is 
but a continuance of what has been going 
on ever since the McKirdey bill was passed. 
As to the decline last spring tie Bulletin 
said it would have been greater still but for 
the enactment of the measure. As to the 
decline this spring it aays it is the result of 
last fall's election. The incoherency of 
this reasoning is apparent from the bare 
statement. 


Wool has been going down ever since the 


wool tariff of 1867 was passed. It 
was 


higher then than it has ever been since. 
Mr. Sherman is on record as saying that the 
downward course of wool has shown the 
tendency of protection to cheapen com- 
modities. That is the argument need to the 
manufacturers. To the grower, however, 
different language is used. He is told that 
the tariff is all that stands between him ar,d 
ruin, though it has often been demonstrated 
that the average grower pays a great deal 
more tax on the woolen goods he uses than 
the duties on the quantify of wool he pro- 
duces, even if he got the full benefit of 
them all, though it ia eairy to ehow that he 
does not. 


This double dealing with the farmers ap- 


pears to have lost its chs;rm. It is kept up 
now perhaps simply from the forceot habit. 
The protectionists have still got the Mc- 
Kinley bill, and they must accept 
the 


responsibility for ita effects as long as it re- 
mains in operation.—Peiludelphiu. Record,

He 
makes during the war of placards, whicl 
lasts three weeks, about 25 francs n da> 
and night. 


The paste pot with which he is sup- 


plied contains 44 pounds, enough to sticl 
1,000 
bills, the weight of which is t 


pounds. One of tho gang carries a lad- 
der. 
There nro 000 candidates, for each 


of which about 15,000 bills are stuck. 
This uses up 0,000,000 of them nud 180,- 
000 kilos of paste. Besides this placard- 
ing each candidate sends round to thi 
electors in addressed envelopes a profes- 
sion of faith and voting tickets.
